Other interests 
are French Colonies in America, 
early Western Franks and num- 
erous other items of choice qual- 
ity. Covers were also one of his 
great interests and his judgement 
and knowledge of these was of 
the best. 

He was a member and a past 
president of the Collectors Club 
of New York, a Fellow of the 
Royal Philatelic Society of Lon- 
don, a trustee of the American 
Philatelic Society in past years, a 
member of the Swiss P. S., B. P. 
S. and other societies. 

His passing at this time is a 
real calamity for our hobby and 
his generosity and splendid 
work and cooperation will be 
sorely missed. 

Few men in the stamp world 
have been as helpful and as liber- 
al toward our hobby as has been 
this man and his place in the 
Philatelic World will challenge all 
aspirants to fill it with credit to 
the man who has now passed to 
his just reward.

LINN’S WEEKLY STAMP NEWS 


Linn’s Editor Interviews 
Montgomery Mulford 
Of Buffalo, New York 





Before World War II, the writ- 
er was often called (in print), 
“America’s most prolific philate- 
lic reporter”. As vice president 
of the Philatelic Journalists of 
America, his stamp reporting ap- 
peared in Journals devoted to 
the hobby on three continents. 

In 1940 he gave up both phila- 
telic writing and the collecting of 
stamps, and has not resumed 
either pursuit, except to present 
biographical features about fam- 
ous persons on stamps, quoting 
them, merely as timely human 
interest features. 

These features now appear reg- 
ularly and exclusively, in LINN’S 
WEEKLY STAMP NEWS. The 
writer today is a newspaperman 
in Buffalo, N. Y., and he special- 
izes in feature writing, both with 
and without a byline. He is an 
interviewer by choice, having 
spent a period as interviewer in 
the U. S. Civil Service Office, 
Buffalo, during the last war, and 
having taken a personnel course 
in the University of Buffalo, 
which prepared him most fitting- 
ly for reportorial and interview 
work on newspapers. 

To the new generation of stamp 
collectors and philatelic readers, 
the name of the writer may be 
comparatively unknown; but the 
Editor of LINN’S will vouch for 
the fact that LINN’S carried 
many of his articles, and for a 
time a junior department, by the 
writer years ago. 

During the 1940s the writer’s 
specialty was feature interviews. 
He has done many police and 
crime features for police journals 
in Chicago, New York, Minne- 
apolis, and elsewhere. His news- 
paper features have regularly ap- 
peared in The Buffalo Evening 
News. His ability in this line of 
endeavor is established, he be- 
lieves, and his newspaper fea- 
tures appear at least three times 
weekly. 

“IT am interested only in writ- 
ing these human interest fea- 
tures: turned to doing these 
write-ups about famous persons 
appearing on stamps, and quot- 
ing them, because such stories 
are human interest features,” 
Montgomery Mulford said today. 
“Such stories are entertaining, 
and I have noted, now and again, 
that the philatelic press now-a- 
days doesn’t feature such things, 
although it used to, before World 
War II.”

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GUM REMO REMOVAL 
Dear Sir: 

Recently I have read several 
articles that do not agree with 
your ideas on gum removal. As 
I am a supporter of the idea, I 
wish to report on an incident to 
back up the theory that “gum 
causes damage to stamps.” 

Recently, I acquired two col- 
lections, both of them having 
been stored in a trunk since 1922 
or 25 years. As I removed the 
stamps, totalling about 9000 mint 
and used, I examined each copy 
for condition and tabulated the 
results. Condition of the used 
stamps was fine expect for a few 
cancels with mineral inks that 
had caused color change. Condi- 
tion of the mints was as follows: 
4% cracked or creased beyond 
collectability; 9% eaten through 
by fish moths or other insect. 
14% badly discolored in spots. 

Fading was difficult to anete 
but in many cases where 
and mint copies were side by 
side, the used copy was invari- 
ably brighter. Hundreds showed 
bad thins from insects and a 
large number were stuck down 
so that they had to be soaked off. 

One of these collectors had 
carefully removed gum from sev- 
eral choice items and the Pil- 
grims and US CI-3 were the 
brightest I’ve seen. I was sold 





would like to remove the gum 
from a Zepp but hasn’t the nerve 
send it to me. I cleaned a block 
of C of P Zepp after two had 
started to crack. The paper used 
in recent issues of US and the 
Photogravures of some nations 
make them much more subject to 
these troubles than were the 
classic issues found in these col- 
lections. From now on nothing 
goes in my albums with gum, 
except top grade hinges. 

I hope you continue to plug 
this subject. We can’t expect sup- 
port from the speculators, posi- 
tion block addicts, ete. but I 
sincerely recommend that serious 
lifetime collections have gum re- 
moved.

Dealers Object To 
Competitive Advertising 
In Scott Catalogue 


Many New York dealers are up 
in arms over a couple pages of 
advertising under the name of 
Harmer, Rooke & Co., and Gor- 
don R. Harmer in the back part 
of the new U. S. Specialized cata- 
logue. 

At a meeting of the ASDA held 
on Monday evening, February 
24th this matter was under dis- 
cussion for more than an hour. 
Mr. Gordon Harmer was present 
at this meeting to defend his 
action in placing such advertising 
in the catalogue. 

Thirty-four members were in 
attendance and a vote was taken 
on the question of censuring the 
publishers for use of such adver- 
tising in the catalogue. The deal- 
ers who objected felt that an un- 
fair advantage was being taken 
in that the catalogues are sold 

all stamp dealers and thus 
they help the Harmer interests 
to compete with their own trade. 

Since the material in the cata- 
logue has to do solely with auc- 
tion selling, it is apparent that 
many New York Dealers who 
were at the ASDA meeting felt 
little interest in the matter and 
as a result, out of 34 in attend- 
ance, but 22 voted on the ques- 
tion of censure, ten of whom 
voted to censure the publishers 
and 12 were indifferent to the 
question. 

Mr. Harmer pointed out that 
one of the things that made them 
interested in the purchase of 
Scott Publications was the value 
of the advertising possibilities as- 
sociated with the various publi- 
cations.

From Mr. M. H. Levinson, we 
have a letter addressed to him 
from the manager of the Russian 
Philatelic Department in Moscow.

etc.” 

“5. At the end of the album, 
there will be reference material 
describing each issue of stamps, 
values, colours, etc. 

“6. The album shall not have 
the original stamps stuck.”

Bronx (lub Passes 
Resolution Condemning 
Speculative Issues 





The Bronx County Stamp 
Club, (SPA. No. 24) which meets 
every Monday evening at 120 east 
149th st., in The Bronx, N. Y., 
has gone on record as being op- 
posed to the issuance by money- 
seeking countries of small and 
controlled issues of memorial or 
commemorative stamps, that get 
into the hands of dealers who 
charge collectors extra high 
prices. 

At its meeting of Feb. 17th, The 
Bronx County Stamp Club adopt- 
ed a Resolution presented by ex- 
president Isadore Willinger, con- 
deming this practice, and urging 
all philatelic societies to adopt 
similar resolutions. The members 
of the Bronx club feel that if 
enough public sentiment is arous- 
ed against this practice, it might 
not be so prevalent in the future. 
Their Resolution is as follows: 

WHEREAS in recent years 
various monopolistic and pernic- 
ious practices by dealers in Post- 
age Stamps, have Produced ex- 








Collectors, to acquire such stamps 
and such practices are injurious 
and subversive to Philately, and 
it is desirous that Collectors gen- 
erally co-operate to abate such 
practices 

NOw, "THEREFORE, be is RE- 
SOLVED that the above mention- 
ed practices, clearly illustrated 
by the prices currently exacted 
for the recent Roosevelt Issues of 
Nicaragua, Monaco and Liberia, 
be condemned; and be it further 

RESOLVED that Scott’s Pub- 
lications Inc., be requested to list 
as speculative in its Catalogue 
all stamps sold, at the time of 
issue, under conditions indicating 
that the public has not had a fair 
opportunity of acquiring them 
at or near the original postoffice 
cost, and where substantially the 
entire issue has passed to a single 
or small group of dealers, and 
that such listings be upon the 
ground that such stamps were not 
primarily used for postal pur- 
poses; and be it further 
RESOLVED that if any new 
issues of stamps be offered for 
sale to Collectors at any time 
within six months after date of 
issue, at prices in excess of 20% 
of the original cost, it shall be 
presumed that such stamps were 
not primarily issued for postal 
use, and that the price charged

Feafured On Beautiful 
New Set Of Eight Stamps 


The latest news from Hungary 
just received. We quote as fol- 
lows: 

I have the honour to inform 
you that the Hungarian Postal 
Administration will issue on 
March 5th, 1947, a new airmail 
set consisting of eight denomina- 
tions. 

The stamps will be printed on 
white watermarked paper ky 
means of latticed photogravure 
method. The designs are from 
drawings by Bela Kalna and 
Zoltan Nagy, Size 26 by 37 mm. 
All stamps bear the title “LEGI- 
POSTA MAGYARORSZAG”/Air 
Mail, Hungary/. 

The 10- filler denomination in 
red colour has for central design 
the Loyalty Tower of the town 
of Sopron. The tower received 
this name to commemorate that 
the inhabitants of Sopron decided 
by plebiscite in 1921 that they 
wished to remain Hungarian. 

The 20-filler stamp in greenish- 
grey colour has for central sub- 
ject the cathedral of Esztergom, 
a copy of St. Peter’s in Rome. It 
is Hungary’s largest church and 
perhaps one of the world’s most 


beautifully situated cathedrals. 
Length of the cathedral 
is 107 metres, width 48 


metres, height 100 metres. The 
interior is covered with marble

and is crowded with master- 
pieces of art. A part of the cathe- 
dral was already completed in 
the XIVth Century. 

The 50-filler denomination in 
rust brown colour represents the 
reconstructed Liberty-dridge/ 
Szabadsag-hid/The bridge was 
destroyed by the Germans on 
January the 17th, 1945, together 
with all the other bridges of the 
capital. It was rebuilt in its old 
form by a common effort of the 
Hungarian workers in the record 
time of six months. 

The 70-filler stamp in yellowish 
green colour shows the Palace 
Hotel at Lillafured. This Hotel 
is built in the forest of the Hun- 
garian mountains and is beauti- 
fully situated on the shore of a 
lake. 

The 1 forint stamp is blue. It 
represents the castle of Vajda- 
hunyad on the lakeside at the 
Municipal Park in Budapest. It 
is a copy of a part of the XV- 
century castle of the Hunyadi 
family and was built on the lake- 
side for the world exposition of 
1896, held to commemorate the 
1000th anniversary of the exist- 
ence of Hungary. 

The 1.40 forint stamp in brown 
colour has for central design the 
fortress of Visegrad built 900 
years ago. From the XIVth to the 
XVth century Visegrad, ,situated 
on the Danube, was the capital of 
the Hungarian kings. During the 
reign of King Matthais Corvinus 
Visegrad was one of the finest 
castles in Europe. During the 
XVIIIth century the remains of 
the castle were destroyed and 
today only the upper fortress and 
the tower of Salamon remain. 

The 3.-forint-stamp in green 
colour has for central subject a 


beye of Tihany. The foundations 
of the church were laid by King 
Endre Ist in 1055, almost 900 
years ago. The church was rebuilt 
in its present form during the 
first part of the XVIIIth century. 
It is situated on the shores on the 
picturesque Lake Balaton. King 
Charles IV, and Queen Zita when 
attempting to return to their 
throne, were held captive here 
for a short time before they were 
handed over upon demand to the 
Allies and deported to the Island 
of Madeira. 

The 5.-forint denomination in 
violet colour represents the Parli- 
ament. This is one of the most 
beautiful gothique structures of 
Europe. It was built according to 
plans to Imre Steindl. The cupola 
is 97 meters high and the build- 
ing covers an area of 17,000 
meters, being thus one of the 
largest buildings in Europe. It has 
suffered severe damage during 
the siege of Budapest. Not far 
from the Parliament is the Kos- 
suth-Bridge, an entirely new per- 
manent bridge, the first to span 
the Danube after the destruc- 
tion of all our bridges.

A.S.D.A. Discusses 
San Marino Issue Of 
Roosevelt Stamps 





At the February 24th meeting 
of the American Stamp Dealers 
Association, a thorough discus- 
sion of the San Marino Roosevelt 
stamps was one of the topics for 
the evening. We are able to make 
mention of several things that 
were brought forth at this meet- 
ing through a report from our 
correspondent, Mr. Herman Herst, 
Jr., who gave us a very thorough 
letter on the matter. 

Mr. Herst states that the ASDA 
went into the matter in a thor- 
ough manner and that the conclu- 
sions arrived at may be of inter- 
est to collectors. 

It was stated that rumor had it 
that one group controlled the 
coming issue, that the issue was 
to be 31,000 sets, 1000 sets of 
which were to be sold at the San 
Marino postoffices, allowing only 
one set to each head of a family 
at the windows. The balance un- 
doubtedly to be shipped to 
America for local consumption. 
It was stated that the importing 
dealers were very cooperative in 
opening their books and showing 
their sources and it further stat- 
ed that the President, (We do not 
know if this means President of 
the ASDA or of the importing 
firm) stated that no single firm 
of importers is getting over 10% 
of the total issue.

It is stated r thet the group that 
is handling this set is not an 
American firm and the price fix- 
ing is done on the other side. 

For the balance of the action 
and discussion before the ASDA 
concerning this coming set, we 
quote direct from a letter from 
Mr. Herst. 


“That the situation was not a 
healthy one and that collectors 
just would not be imposed on in- 
definitely. One dealer stated that 
all the fuss was about what prob- 
ably amounted to less than 1% 
of the money that collectors 
spend which is undoubtedly true. 
No agreement was reached on 
what the defense should be: one 
suggested that pressure be 
brought on the issuing govern- 
ments, but then it was pointed 
out that collectors will still buy, 
which is the truth. Another said 
that omission from the catalog is 
the thing to do; Gordon Harmer 
stated that does not solve any- 
thing for then the critics ask 
what good is a catalog if it does 
not list stamps. Another said that 
the price should be kept low on 
speculative issues to make it un- 
profitable to handle them. Har- 
mer stated to that (and rightly I 
feel) that there is enough cri- 
ticism now of prices and if 
collectors that want to buy 
a set are asked to pay $10 when 
the catalog says $2, then the situ- 
ation is even worse. The only 
thing still worse is not pricing 
it at all. The action of the ASDA 
in protecting collectors’ interests 
in some new issues was mention- 
ed to the members, many of 
whom did not know that the 
ASDA is already working in their 
interest. Personally, I think that 
your article was quite ill-advised. 
Its motive was good but as long 


rubbish, whatever price is asked, 
someone is going to sell it to 
them. During prohibition there 
was always someone to sell the 
booze and the only things that 
would have made prohibition a 
success would be to induce the 
drinkers to stop buying. The 
ASDA is not able to police every 
country in the world with its 
printing press and its little clique 
of speculators. The American col- 
lector is the sucker they are fish- 
ing for and the dealer is only a 
businessman, buying his wares 
as reasonably as possible and 
selling them at a fair markup. 
If there is to be any change in 
the system of selling new issues, 
it will have to come from those 
who should exercise judgement 
when they buy. Only then will 
some of these countries realize

that they themselves are killing 
the golden egg. These are my 
opinions as well as those express- 
ed at the meeting, but the discus- 
sion ended with the determina- 
tion to continue as they have 
been doing: a catalog recommen- 
dation committee to discuss and 
take a stand an each doubtful 
issue, each on its merits. Any 
flagrant violations of ethics are 
sure to be investigated by the 
ASDA which is careful of seeing 
that any issue is handled accord- 
ing to the hobby’s best interests. 
But as long as countries issue 
30,000 stamps when 100,000 could 
easily be sold, we will continue 
to find this situation existing. 
American stamp dealers are bus- 
iness men whatever else may be 
said about them—sometimes they 
don’t seem to be good business 
men but you can be sure that 
they know that they are going to 
be in business for more than a 
few weeks.
